Showdown Nears On Action 


After Hearings Running 


in Senate Nov. 17

WASHINGTON, March 2 -A new 
and potentially explosive issue-— 
increased pay for men In the 
armed 
forces—appeared on 
the 
legislative horizon today as con­ 
gress began its third month deep­ 
ly immersed In wartime problems 
and controversies. 
Discussed in closed committee 
sessions for months, the pay ques­ 
tioned threatens to become a live 
legislative problem as congress 
tries to complete repeal of the 
troublesome self-pension law and 
to reach a settlement of the con­ 
troversy over price regulations for 
farm products. 
Introduced by Sen. Johnson (D) 
of Cdlor&do. the military pay bill 
has been Che subject of intermit­ 
tent hearings since last Nov. 17 
hut members of the senate mili­ 
tary committee said they now are 
nearing a showdown on its terms. 
Johnson originally proposed com­ 
prehensive basic increases from 
privates and seamen to generals 
and admirals, but several commit­ 
tee members predicted tbat lf any 
bill finally was laid before the sen­ 
ate it would provide benefits only 
for those in the ranks, possibly 
including second lieutenants and 
anaigns. 
As thus contemplated, the basic 
pay of selectees Inducted into the 
army would become 942 a month. 
Instead of the present $21. They 
would continue to receive that 
amount throughout the first year, 
Whereas their pay now is increased 
to ISO at the end of three months. 
However, the present IO percent 
increase in bask; pay after one 
year’s service would be eliminated. 
The proposed increases in en­ 
listed grades in the army and navy 
would bring top pay for army mas 
ter sergeants and chief petty offi­ 
cers of the navy to $188 a mouth 
instead of the present $12$. with 
corresponding boosts for interim 
grades.

Sponsors said this program for 
enlisted men would cost About 
$28$,00$,OOO additional yearly, but 
some senators pointed out that 
tripling tho atte of tho army and 
increasing the size of the navy 
would boost these expenditures 
greatly.

Gen. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 68, who 
defied his fabulously wealthy fami­ 
ly on marriage in his youth and 
later became famous as a soldier, 
Inventor, 
engineer, 
businessman 
and financier, died Sunday of a 
cerebral hemorrhage. 
Vanderbilt, great-grandson and 
namesake of the original Commo­ 
dore Vanderbilt who founded one 
of America's greateet industrial 
empires, was 
stricken 
Saturday 
and did not recover consciousness 
before his death at 6 p. rn. aboard 
bis yacht at a Miami pier. He was 
under an oxygen teat for several 
hours prior to his death. 
Family At Bedside 
Members of his family, notified 
of “the general’s” condition Satur­ 
day, were at his bedside when be 
died. 
They Included his widow, 
his son, Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr., 
widely known writer, his daughter, 
Mrs. Robert Stevens, and his sis­ 
ters, Countess*Szeshenyi and Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney. 
He had been confined to the 
yacht, the 100-foot Ambassadress, 
much of the time since arriving 
here in October to spend the win­ 
ter/ but before his seizure occa­ 
sionally went for walks about Mi­ 
ami. 
He also spent some of his 
time during the last days working 
at a wood lathe on the yacht—one 
of his favorite hobbies. 
Born In New York In. 1873, he 
was graduated from Yale in 1895 
with a bachelor of arts degree. He 
then took up engineering studies 
and added the degrees of Fh.B. 
and M.E. to his name. 
Defied Family On Marriage 
He had fallen in love with Grace 
Wilson, daughter of Richard T. 
Wilson, and in 1896 married her 
despite

father, Cornelius Vanderbilt IT. 
The viz* of his inheritance was 


reduced considerably because of 
bis defiance. As the phrase went. 
at the time, the father “cut him 
off with a million.” increasing the 
inheritance of other members of 
the family. 
He served as colonel of the 102d 
engineers in France. He was pro­ 
moted to brigadier general in 1918.

Jose Rizal Who Gave Spain Trouble 


For Sake Of Independence

T 
H E spirit of Jose Rizal has risen again among 
the Filipinos. He w as a gallant man who died 
for freedom of his people. He w as as great a warrior 
against tyranny and oppression a« ever lived al­ 
though he fought in a region so remote in his day 
that he was little known to the rest of the world. 
Yet. he fought in the same cause that has In­ 
spired patriots since the beginning of time and to 
such effect that, today his name is synonymous with 
liberty among th e Filipinos. Ile was their George 
Washington. 
His soul is reflected in a secret society that has 
sprung up on Luzon to foster civilian resistance 
against the Japanese in the occupied regions of 
th e Philippines. This society, as revealed in a war 
comm unique from W ashington based on a report, 
from Gen. Douglas MacArthur, is known as "FTF", 
o r “Fighters For Freedom ”. 
This is undoubtedly a lineal descendant of Rizal’s 
“ Liga Filipina” and of the K atipunan” that once 
struck terror to the hearts of the Spaniards holding 
th e Philippines, particularly the island of Luzon.

Q —W hy is it that television cannot follow- the 
curve of the earth? 
A.—W ith the wave lengths used In broadcasting, 
the ground wave Is gradually absorbed as it travels, 
the absorption being greater the shorter the wave. 
However, there is a layer of ionized gases high up 
in the atm osphere which reflects the shorter wav©*, 
such as are used In transoceanic broadcasting, and 
keeps them from traveling off into space. This doe© 
not work with television because the waves used 
there are very much shorter than those used for 
regular broadcasting. These short waves are abl© 
to get through th is Kennelly-Heaviside layer, and 
so they are lost out into space.

Wellsville Has 29 Suitable 


For Use As War Iron 


Eleven 
auto 
"graveyards” 
in 
the East Liverpool district hold 
445 junked cars and trucks that 
may be scrapped to furnish metal 
urgently needed for war produc­ 
tion, WPA workers reported today 
as they completed a survey. 
The inventory of wrecked roll­ 
ing stock showed 411 cars and 
trucks in seven East Liverpool 
"graveyards”, 29 in three Wells­ 
ville yards and five at Cannons 
Mills. 
Frank T. Miskell, manager of 
the northeastern Ohio WPA dis­ 
trict, announced in Cleveland that 
similar surveys in 22 other com­ 
munities in this section of the 
state turned up a total of 16,722 
wrecks in 213 junk yards. 
The United States department 
of agriculture is scheduled to make 
a similar check in rural areas. 
Mr. Miskell explained the sur­ 
vey was made at the request of 
the W ar Production Board to de­ 
termine the number of junked cars 
throughout the nation which may 
be converted Into tanks, guns and 
other weapons via steel furnaces.

Income Tax ABC ! 
A Note Of Advice: Plan Ahead 
For Quarterly Payment Dates

ASHINGTON — Making the 
quarterly payments on this 
year’s much steeper federal income 
taxes is going to be plenty tough 
for thousands of taxpayers. 
It will be tougher than that for 
those who fail to pay a quarterly 
installment when it is due. For 
such failure, the whole balance 
must be paid upon demand from 
the collector of internal revenue. 
Take a man with a total tax 
of $200, who has paid his first 
installment of $50 on or before 
March 16, but who fails to make 
his second payment of $50 on or 
before June 15. He could be re­ 
quired to pay the entire balance 
of $150. 
Remember: Quarterly payment 
dates are March 15, June 15, Sep­ 
tember 15 and December 15. March 
15 Is the usual date of first pay­ 
ment, but since it falls on Sunday 
this year, income tax returns and 
the first payment are due on or 
before midnight of March 16. 
The new abbreviated return form 
1040A, simplifies the job of in­ 
come tax figuring for several mil­ 
lion taxpayers. But tax officials 
say the making of a return on the 
more complex form, 1040, can be 
done easily if the job is tackled 
calmly and carefully. 
Here are a few tips from gov­ 
ernment experts: 
I.—Don't prepare your return 
until you carefully read and under­ 
stand the instructions accompany­ 
ing the forms. Make out a work

And keep one or two copies of 
your return^ These will help guide 
you in making out your return 
next year.

He added that for most pur­ 
poses synthetic rubber had to be 
mixed or blended with natural rub­ 
ber. 
The witness said Germany is “ab­ 
solutely frantic for natural rubber” 
to mix with synthetic robber and 
that the Nazia are not yet wholly 
on a synthetic rubber basis.

The Land Down Under , . . 
Australia Banks On ‘Defense In Depth’ 


(First Of A Series) 


By RAY PEACOCK— 
Wide World Features Writer 
Au s t r a l i a n s for generations 
have expected war with Japan. 
Now that it’s here the island con­ 
tinent is readier than evei^-with a 
new lifeline road through its life­ 
less interior, a new sea base, and a 
greatly strengthened army, navy 
and air force. 
Example of Australia’s drive to 
prepare for war is Port Darwin. 
Two years ago only a drowsy 
pearling station, it has become a 
bristling north coast sea base, al­ 
ready the target of Japanese bomb­ 
ers. It depends upon and is the 
reason for the new overland high­ 
way which links Darwin to the rail 
span extended from AHce Springs 
to southern Adelaide, Melbourne, 
Sydney and Brisbane. 
Straight through the continent. 
650 monotonous mile*, the main 
section of the road was built by 
1,400 men in 93 days late in 1940. 
Later it was extended to the north­ 
ern coast. Only bored wells, at 50- 
mile intervals, break the level, 
straight - away monotony. A l i c e 
Springs, great inland arsenal where 
truck convoys form, is built around 
an oasis. Not far north is Tea-tree 
Well, geographical heart of the con­ 
tinent. 
Vital Offensive Base 
Darwin’s 
military 
importance 
leaped with the fall of Singapore. 
Only three and one-half air hours 
from Surabaya, Java, it became a 
vital offensive factor although, as 
la defensive outpost, it could be cir­ 
cled by Japanese sea-borne Invad­ 
ers. 
Australian strategy has allowed 
for attack, even for invasion. Dar­ 
win’s real strength is scattered and 
concealed in surrounding country­ 
side. Like Russia. Australia has a 
“defense in depth.” The Aussies, 
Uke the British armored troops in 
Libya, could retreat and advance 
over meaningless distances. 
Japan discovered Port Darwin’s 
sea base potentialities before Aus­ 
tralia. Protected by outlying is­ 
lands, it is closer to the southern 
Philippines than San Francisco to 
Hawaii, so is better situated than 
safer Sydney. For years Japanese 
c a f i—ostensibly fishing boats, but 
government-owned and navy-staffed 
—poked around Australian shores. 


Before completion of tho new 
highway, invading Japanese coaid 
have flicked aside the garrison of 
less than 300 men at Darwin. But 
for 15 months men and steel have 
flowed north in a steady stream by 
rail and truck. 
Australian army strength, put at 
170.000 in November. 1941. now pre- 
sumably is around 200,000 despite 
6.000 
killed 
or 
imprisoned 
in 
Greece, Crete and Syria, and added 
losses at Singapore. In addition, 
the Australian military forces (men 
in compulsory training) number 
250.000 and the Volunteer Defense

“PEOPLE UNDER HITLER”, by 
Wsllsee R. Deuel 
OST cf us have heard a thou­ 
sand 
times 
that 
Germany 
today has been organised Into a 
criminal enterprise the purpose 
of which Is to exploit the rest cf 
the world for the benefit of Hit* 
ler’e gang. We have heard that 
the basis for this campaign is la 
a sens# pathological, and that tor 
its success It must depend on a 
kind of group depravity, and • 
type of shrewdness most of the 
world abhors. 
The story hee been told -from , 
many angles, sod well told. Now 
another telling has come, wtth 
the publication of 
Wallace 
R. 
Deuel’s 
“People Under Hitler”, 
and It cartalnly is among tho bast 
so far. 
This is because, first, Mr. Deuel 
is gone at his job in a rather 
more scholarly fashion than most 
of his fellow laborers. Ha speaks 
from experience, hut also from n 
long and evidently careful study 
of the record, both inside and 
outside Germany. 
It would he difficult to resist 
his conclusion in any cass, and It 
Is especially difficult In the light 
of his calm, unhurried, sometimes 
Ironic approach. Mr. Deuel's story 
could make a reader froth et the 
mouth, hut the author never loess 
his own control. 
He tells exactly what life is to­ 
day in Germany, and why. He de­ 
scribes the plight of the business­ 
man, for example,, who must em­ 
ploy the right Naris, or go under. 
Who also must have a permit for 
everything he doe*: must fill out 
forms by the dozen for the sim­ 
plest transaction; who is, he says, 
kind of camel who finds the way 
to water for his Nazi rider only 
to have the rider lap all of it up 
under his nose. 
He tells what people eat — or 
don’t eat. He analyses with ex­ 
treme shrewdness the Natl finan­ 
cial "mtrecle", and declare# it not 
miracle at all but only a hectic 
system for robbing Peter to pay 
Paul. Religion, the Nazi breeding 
schemes, tbs coarsening of life 
under Nasi rule, the unfortunate 
treatment of women in Germany, 
the scuttling of education—even 
the influence of Hitler’s mous­ 
tache on his oareer are discussed 
at length. 
Hiller’s movement Is, Mr. Deuel 
thinks, a baleful counter-revolu­ 
tion. and the fact that the world 
could not take seriously a man 
with a Charlie Chaplin moustache 
had much to do with IL

How may I, as a home owner, 
use my flower garden towards 
defense of the country? Should 
I grow vegetables In place of 
flowers? 
Th©

pared by Gabriel Simon, agricul­ 
tural extension agent for Cuyahoga 
©Minty, answers the many ques­ 
tions arising on this subject. 
General recommendations: 
1J—<To conserve the supply of 
Temptable seeds, fertilizers, and 
spray materials, farmers and com­ 
mercial vegetable gardeners should 
batt* first choice on securing these 
supplies. 
2.-*-Indlriduals who have been 
fearing a successful vegetable gar- 
d es in th* past should, by ail 
mefhs continue and, possibly with 
improved practices, Increase the 
yield aud quality of vegetables. 
3.1—-School and community gar­ 
den! should be continued or in­ 
itiated only In areas that are suit­ 
able for a vegetable garden and 
where prefer supervision is avail- 
able. 
4.—Individuals who have the prop­ 
er faculties for a garden and who 
have had experience in growing 
vegetables should grow only the 
amount of vegetables that he or 
bis family bas time to properly 
cere for. 
5.—Individual! who have had a 
successful flower garden and who 
are interested in growing some 
vegetables may grow a few vege­ 
tables in their flower garrden as 
border plants or in group plant­ 
ings in the border.' Possibilities 
et attractive combinations here 
are unlimited. 
4.—Area* that arb shaded, which 
contain tree roots, or with a poor­ 
ly drained clay loam soil are not 
worth the* sacrifice of our vege­ 
table seeds. 
7,—Well-grown ornamental!, in­ 
cluding flowers, shrubs, treets, and 
lawn, are very essential in times 
-* like these as builders of morale. 
Everyone should do all they can 
to have attractive surroundings 
in their own yard and in the entire 
cemeMinlty. 
factors essential for the grow­ 
ing vegetables: 
I.—Light. 
Vegetable 
gardens 
Should: be so located that they 
will have direct sunlight at least 
three-quarters of the day. In oth­ 
er words, keep them away from 
large trees and. buildings. Roots 
of tree© will compete very suc­ 
cessfully for moisture and 
nu­ 
trients that may be present within 
their reach. 
5.—Boil conditions 
a. Adequate drainage to carry 
off all excess water. 
b. Aeration. A liberal supply 
of organic material and fine leach- 
ad cinders In heavy clay soils to 
facilitate proper aeration of roots 
is vary essential. 
c. Moisture. Adequate supply, 
especially in case of drouths is 
good Insurance. 
d. Fertility. Proper amount of 
a balanced fertilizer (3 pounds of 
4-11-4 per IOO square feet) should 
be used for the average type of 
vegetables. 
s. Lime should he used only if 
the soil is strongly acid. 
Status of conditions: 
1.—Seed situation—In view of 
the ©xtremly poor seed produc­ 
tion season in the far west last 
year, and the increased shipping 
of seeds to England, the supply 
of vegetable seed for domestic use 
will be definitely limited. 
2.—-Fertilizer situation — There 
la an ample supply on band for nor­ 
mal domestic use for this year. 
The supplies on many kinds for 
next year are uncertain. 
3.—Fungicides and insecticides 
—the supply of those containing 
copper are very definitely inade­ 
quate for this year. Those con­ 
taining lead and rotenton© are 
barely adequate for this year. Sup­ 
plies for next year are very un­ 
certain at this time. 
4.—Labor—The supply of labor 
both on the farm aud in the urban 
areas will be very limited. Possi­ 
bly we will have to depend more 
on the help of women, children 
and older men to do the garden j 
work.

place In the mouth. The real point 
in proper toothbruahlng is a regu­ 
lar order. You should go down the 
teeth as you paint a picket fence, 
■tarting in one side of the upper 
jaw, and coming clear around in 
front, and then going to the back 
until you have reached your start­ 
ing point; 
then same with the 
lower jaw. 
Th© bristles of the brush should 
be placed against the teeth so as 
to enter all the crevices where 
food may stay and decompose, and 
it should also be placed against 
the tooth-gum margin with a firm 
pressure so that the bristles go 
straight into the brushed area. It 
should be jiggled with a slight 
rotary motion against each tooth 
crevice, front and back, above and 
below. 
Softening Gums 
Dental cavities and decay on the 
surface of the tooth are an easy 
thing to fix, but the great danger 
to most adult mouths is retraction 
of the gum, softening of the gum, 
and beginning 
a l 
pyhorrea and 
this can be improved only bjr rigor­ 
ous and methodical toothbrushing 
as described above. 
Use of the toothbrush: the use 
of two brushes, one in the morn­ 
ing, and one in the evening will 
permit each to dry thoroughly be­ 
fore being used again, and will 
prolong the life of each brush. Do 
not use hot water ou a brush; 
clean with full force of cold wa­ 
ter on the brush, forcing out Im­ 
bedded particles. Allow to dry in 
clean open air, preferably In sun­ 
light. When a brush ls#new, and 
weekly thereafter, cover wetted 
bristles heavily with salt, leaving 
on overnight. A brush should be 
discarded as soon as It becomes 
soft or matted.

SAN FRANCISCO — There will 
be plenty of soap in wartime Amer­ 
ica. but you may have to get used 
to less lather and more scrubbing. 
There will be soap because an 
important by-product of its manu­ 
facture is glycerine—and glycerine 
is needed to make gunpowder and 
to lubricate the recoil mechanism 
of the guns themselves. 
A government supply official baa 
just told the trade that “we’re go­ 
ing to make soap if we have to 
dump the surplus into the ocean." 
But the quick lather, the mild 
smoothness and such luxurious in­ 
stitutions as the bubble bath de­ 
pend upon the tropical coconut. 
B. W. Railey, soap company vice 
president, says his company bas 
been getting all its coconut oil 
from the Philippines, while palm 
oil has come from the Dutch East 
Indies and Malaya. 
"There could be a distinct short­ 
age of fats by the end of this 
yegir," Rafley said. “We’ve already 
been required to earmark half our 
stocks of coconut oil for govern­ 
ment use. 
"Without, coconut, o il, we could 
still make soap but it would not 
be as good. The only soap that 
really lathers in hard water or in 
cold water is that made of coconut 
oil.” 
Soaps for laundering and dish­ 
washing would be affected by a 
coconut oil shortage as well as 
toilet soaps.
